A holiday was enforced to-day, 
the occasion of a mass meeting in 
the native city. ‘The workers, how- 
ever, were afraid to attend, fearing 
they would be forcibly enlisted into 
the. communist army, which is 
roping in thousands of ‘men.

Hankow, May 19. 

This morning crowds of people 
thronged to the Central Bank of 
China” demanding cash for the 
bank’s paper money, but the Bank 
Jelosed its doors. The crowds were 
dispersed by soldiers who were 
posted in the building. 

The value of the notes of | the 
Central Bank is depreciated to such 
an extent that the notes do not 
pass current. 

The Bank has reserve fonds to 
the amount of $6,000,000 and the 
amount of notes now in circulation 
in Hupeh alone is estimated at 
$30,000,000, 

Chinese people still continue to 
move to places of safety, while 
barbed, wire entanglements have 
been erected at important places in 
the French Concession.

HM, Consul has been withdrawn 
from Chinkiang-and all the British 
official archives removed. | Mr. 
Wyatt-Smith, the Consul, has been 
engaged ‘in this work for the past 
few “days, and having completed 
the evacuation of the Consulate re- 
turned to Shanghai yesterday. 

It is understood that while the 
‘actual official property of the Con- 
‘sulate was "more or less preserved 
intact througheat the looting, 
practically all private property be- 
Ionging to the personnel was either 
‘stolen’ or damaged. 


Chinese and Municipal Work 


‘Meanwhile the Chinesc who carry 
fon business in the British Con 
sion are showing the utmost 
anxiety that its municipal activities 
should continue, such as the supply 
ef water, electric light, ete. ‘Their 
anxiety to do so is accounted for 
by the fact that practically half 
‘of the Concession is in Chinese oc~ 
cupanes, the property being largely 
‘occupied by banks and other estab- 

ments. For the purpose of 
carrying cn these municipal under- 
takings it was impossible to raise 
@ loan from any of the foreigi 
banks, but finally the Chinese Cham- 
ber of Commerce agreed to lend 
the necessary funds up to a total 
of $10,000,

‘Yencheng is reported to have been 
captured by the Nationalists after| 
heavy fighting. 
‘The advance of Gen. Hsia Tiao- 
yin has been stopped. 
Gen, Tang's Report 
Hankow, May 21.

CALLING THE OX A

‘A few nights ago a panic was| 
eaused by the troops firing a few| 
shots at an armed robber who, after 
committing a murder, was escaping 
‘over the City roofs, "He was shot in 
the leg and captured. A. highly re- 
spected and elderly Customs employee 
‘was kidnapped in broad daylight on 
the erowded Chinese Bund Just out- 
side the Concession, He was bundled 
Into a boat and taken over to the 
deserted north bank opposite.

A Mockery of Justice 

we need go no further than Kiu- 
Kiang to find conditions typical of 
those which prevail throughout the 
province. Last week, some farmers} 
from the north bank were visiting’ 
the town, when. 20 of their number 
were seized by labour pickets and 
accused of having taken part the 
previous month in the riots which 
Ted to the destruction of the Labour 
Union's headquarters and the death 
of two pickets Twelve of the 
prisgners were men of no import- 
‘ance and were ivleased. Two of 
‘them, with large sums of money, 
bribed the magistrate, who let them 
go. The remaining six were taken 
before a People’s Court for trial. 
‘The fudge was the local magistrate 
‘and admission to the court was only 
open to members of the Labour 
Union. 

After the mockery of a trial the 
Judge asked the specially packed 
audience whether the six men were 
guilty or not and the audience con- 
demned them. So they were taken 
fut and shot in an open space near 
Duf’s Farm. They were shot be- 
fore a crowd of 10,000, who had 
thered to enjoy the spectacle. 
‘They were shot to the clapping of 
hands, first in the arms and legs, 
‘and then, when they had writhed 
sufficiently, they were killed, Such 
is justice in the Treaty Port of 
Kivklang, two months after the 
control of the Concession has been 
transferred to the modern Nationalist 
Government of China. 

"All Shanghai Chinese newspapers 
are suppressed in the Kiukiang Post 
‘Office by Red censors and tho local 
Chinese are entirely dependent on 
foreign sources for their news, 
except for such propaganda as is| 
Indied out by the local Communist 
tion, the “Kuo Min Hain 
‘The Chinese do not discuss 
polities in public; it is not safe. 
‘There have been over 100 executions 
in Kiukiang alone during the past 
month, ‘They come stealthily into 
your room and ask for news and 
before they discuss the situation 
they make sure that the door is 
properly closed. 


Embargo on Silver 


An embargo has been declared on’ 
the use of silver. Tho silver is re- 
quired for sending to Hankow, 
where it is said it will be used to 
pay the troops. Othera say that the 
Hankow labour leaders and agita- 
tors feel their time is short and 
they are collecting the silver for 
their own use, lining their pockets| 
while the going still is good. ‘The 
merchants’ books are examined and 
their houses searched and, if silver 
fs found, it is taken from them and 
they are offered paper notes in 
‘exchange. These provisional notes 
of the Central Bank are useless for| 
buying drafts on Shanghai and 
should, ‘for instance, Chiang Kai- 
shek re-oceupy Kiukiang, they im- 
mediately would become valueless.

‘The following is a translation of 
the Diplomatic policy of the Pro- 
vineial Party of Hunan as an. - 
nounced in the “Hunan Min Pao" 
May 1: 

“Since the Imperialists have sen’ 
lnége fleets to China, the diplomatic 
situation has changed. For the 
sake of the success of the Revolution, 
at its 84th general meeting, the 
Executive Committee af the Pro- 
incial Party decided as follows 
(1)—Regarding the petroleum 
supply.

If the foreigner has left 
that Church and if the people wish 
to borrow the use of it, they must 
report to the Government, 

(3)—Regarding unemployment of 
foreigners’ workmen, Tt isnot 
known whether all can go back to 
their work; they are advised to re- 
turn to their work as it becomes 
possible. The loss of the workmen 
Guring the strike will be borne by 
the foreigners. 

(4)—Regarding the — Customs 
House, ‘This matter must bo refer- 
ved to the Central Government.’

After a. year’s absence from 
China, T am again within the Jand, 
but only just within it. At this 
{front-door entrance, with all nature 
combining to present a scene of 
Deauty unsurpassed in any other 
part of the land, with the sea spel- 
Ting. “peace” in front, and the only 
‘wooded hills I have’ yet seen in 
China murmuring “peace” behind, 
it seems hard to realize that the 
land is seething with war, with 
distress and with discontent. In. 
the former returns to China, 
Uhave ever been privileged to come 
in by Shanghai and to proceed to 
Honan, by the direct route. On 
this oceasion, from home came a. 
commar! not to pass Japen, and 
from Honan came a. warning to 
proceed. by way of Tientsin and! 
Peking, and even then to be pre- 
pared to Jeave the province a 
moment's notice. In’ fact, whil 
still in Japan, awaiting the final 
|word of authority from China, 
many old friends from Honan pass- 
ed through Kobe on the homeward 
way, and in nearly every case the 
tsetimony was one of doubt and 
uncertainty as to the future, but 
all with one accord agreo! that in 
Honan itself there was none of the 
violent anti-foreignism, so evident, 
in those provinees that ‘elready have 
fallen under the unhappy sway of 

‘While still in central Japan, in 
feasual conversation with those 
who had earlier talked with re- 
fugee “missionaries from China, I 
earned that these refugees were 
‘divided into three categories, They 
‘were optimists, moderates and pes- 
simists, ‘The first group felt that 
they would be able to return to 
the field of their labours within 
two years, the moderates said that, 
six years would see the land settled 
‘and ready to welcome the mission- 
fries back again, but the latter 
roup were confirmed in the view 
‘that their work in China was finish- 
‘ed.

All Foreigners: to-Produce-Vised 
Documents Under Threat 
of Penalties

soRegwlstions for inspection of 
foreign passports, which may prove 
embarrassing to many. foreign. 
travellers in Ching, have been issued 
by. the authorities at Harbin. In 
brief they are as: under: 

1._A service shall be inaugurated 
at Harbin, Changchun, Suifenho 
and Manchuli_ stations ‘by. officers 
Jointly appointed by the Special 
Gity ‘Police, the Chinese Eastern 
Railway Police, and the Chinese 
authorities for the inspection of 
Passports carried by foreigners

2, All foreigners arriving at

Fight with Reference to Wealthy Macao Merchant’s

The scene of disaster was in 
British waters within sight of 
‘Hongkong.

‘the lights of the two ships were 
burning brightly.

AMERICAN MARINE’S 
ROUTE MARCH 


“Devil Dogs” at Field Man- 
ceuvres in the Western

Portuguese steamer within 50 miles, 
from Hankow, I venture to point| 
out that a steamer flying the Por- 
tuguese flag is not necessarily a. 
Portuguese steamer. 

‘As a matter of fact the steamer 
in question cannot be a Portuguese 
steamer for the following reasons:- 
In the first place, a steamer must| 
have a Portuguese passport before 
she can be considered a Portuguese 
steamer and these passports can 
only be granted by the Ministry for 
the Navy. 

In the second place, a Portuguese| 
steamer requires a Portuguese 
master, a Portuguese quartermaster, 
Portuguese engineers and a crew, 
two-thirds of which must be Por-| 
tuguese. 

In the third place, the writer! 
happens to know that ‘there are no| 
Portuguese steamers properly re- 
gistered as such in these regions. 

Unfortunately it is not the first 
time that the Portuguese flag has 
been illegally used by steamers and 
Boats navigating in the Yangtze, 
but this fact merely tends to show 
that the law is being transgressed 
and does not confer Portuguese| 























nationality on the steamers,

sidered perfectly safe. It has no 
foreign Concessions to arouse vexed 
questions, and its administration is, 
under the Northern Government, 
which has guaranteed the safety of| 
foreigners and has always kept its| 
word. Moreover, all foreign  re- 
sidents at Tsingtao greatly appre- 
ite the entire freedom — from 
irritating regulations. which law! 
abiding foreigners. have always! 
enjoyed here, and, apart from the 
mounting taxation here as else 
where in China upon articles of 
import and export, under the new 
wurtaxes, there is not a 
ingle point upon’ which foreign 
residents are not at one with the 
authorities, 

As regards the poss 
danger from without, it ought to be 
fully realized that it is a far ery 
from Pukow on the Yangtze to 
Tsinan, ‘the capital of this Pro- 

ince; there is no evidence that the 
Northern forces at Hsuchow are 
not thoroughly well prepared to 
resist any invasion from the South, 
and even if they should lose a battle 
their line of communications would 
permit of the choice of 20 more 
defensive positions if they were 
forced back. ‘Then again, Tsingtao| 
is far to the eastward of Tsinan 
and quite out of the beaten track 
of advance and retreat should such 
occur.

An Ordinary Contract 
Nor does it appear to me to be 
necessary to base my decision’ 
in this case on either of those two 
points, This appears to me to be 
an ordinary contract and all that is 
necessary to decide is what was the 
intention of the parties when they 
entered into the contract.

PROVISIONAL COURT 


S.M.P. v, PARSHEKOFF 


In the Provisional Court on Satue- 
day morning Mischa Parshekoff, a 
Russian constable connected with 
‘the Shanghai Municipal police, was 
‘acquitted of the charge of murder- 
ing Clavdia Frelova, a Russian 
‘daneer, whose body was bound along 
Great Western Road on the morning 
of February 14, ‘The judgment was 
given by Judge Li. 

Mr. E, T. Maitland, police pro- 
‘secutor, conducted the’ prosecution, 
and Dr. O. Fischer and Dr. F. Wile 
‘helm appeared for the defendant. 

‘The judgment was given after a 
long trial in the Court extending 
from a few days after Pai 
arrest three days after the 
The prosecution based its case prin- 
‘cipally on circumstantial evidence. 

Parshekoff’s arrest was effected 
after police detectives found that his 
‘motor car had similar tyres to those 
fon the ear evidently used in tho 
murder. Tt was found that a pact 
‘of the upholstery in the seat had 
‘been cut away, and the prosecution * 
contended that this was done in 
‘order to do away with blood stains, 
The seat covers had also been re- 
moved. 

A Successful Alibi 


‘The prosecution also brought 
evidence to show that the murdered 
woman had received a telephone call 
from ‘a mysterious man whom she 
jealled Mischa. 

‘The police prosecutor also brought 
out that Parshekoff was in financial 
Aifficulties for some time before the 
murder and that fis motive was'to 
Jeet tho dancer's Jewels, To refute 
this Dr, Fischer brought out that 
accused was known to have d 
in contraband goods and that 
‘would not have committed the 
murder for money, 

The defence relied chiefly on 
proving an alibi as to where Par- 
shekoff was on the night of the 
murder. ‘The evidenée of a Japanese 
woman in a Hongkew bat, that of 
a police constable at West Hongkew 
‘station, as well as the accused’s 
evidence, was the principal 
‘which tended to show that

‘The Year's Outstanding Feature 


I imagine that, when the events of] 
the past year find thelr true his- 
ttotical perspective, the outstanding| 
feature will be the Memorandum of| 
the British Government of December| 
ast. Coming when it did, it was a| 
direct challenge to the sincerity of| 
all, and particularly to the more! 
articulate and more vociferous ex- 
Ponents of the Nationalist Party. It 
‘was a declaration designed to meet 
the Chinese more than half-way—a 
real, if tardy, attempt to take the| 
ead’ when other countries only look-| 
ed on. It placed, or should have| 
laced, the leaders of Chinese opinion| 
in the South on their mettle, and| 
their response was what?—Hankow| 
and Nanking. 
T think the oceasion of this, our 
annual meeting, should be taken for| 
lear expression of the views of 
this Association on the Hankow| 
Agreement. In form, in constitution, | 
it differs fundamentally from  the| 
method of Municipal Administration| 
to which we are accustomed. ‘The 
lection of British Councillors may 
clearly be rendered nugatory; the 
‘Chairman of the Council is a political 
appointment; the decisions of the 
can be vetoed at the will of 
Chinese official. It bears, in short, 
no shadow of relation to any views 
which are ever put forward in the| 
name of democracy, but it met the| 
Chinese wishes and, if actuated and| 
pursued in a spirit of fairness and 
goodwill, its inherent incongruities 
might have been overcome and a| 
‘measure of success attained. It was| 

















What bas been its reception by| 
them and what is the lesson to be 
learnt from it? If we try and view 
it in a detached way, itis difficult to 
see to whom it has brought benefit 
Certainly not to the British, - who 
have suffered an immediate loss in 
depreciated assets and who have 
given up an efficient administration| 
for one yet to be proved. Certainly] 
not to the’ Chinese traders whose 
business has been brought to a stand- 
still and whose wives and. children 
‘are fleeing for safety, probably. to 
Shanghai, where’ alone they can be 
secure under protection of the 
Shanghai Defence Force. Certainly 
the new Municipality does not 
Dbenet, for its rule is over a depleted 
population, and a paralysed trade, 
The only Benefit it has accomplished 
is if it has ‘made its repetition 
ossible elsewhere. 

What has been made clear is that, 
however desirous the Chinese may| 
have been to keep their share of the 
‘Agreement, events have unquestion- 
ably proved that they have not the 
power. I'do not know whether you 
have yet had an opportunity of read 
ing the report of the annual meeting| 
of ratepayers on Tientsin, which has 
Just reached this country. Tt is an 
Mlaminating commentary on the 
‘blow which eredit and efficient ad-| 
ministration have received from the 
Prospect of a fate befalling Tientsin 
similar to that, which has overtaken 
Hankow. I trast it may be possible 
for those fears to be definitely 

layed. No less bad has been the| 
effect in Shanghai, where the Muni- 
cipality is tacod with great difical- 
les. in financing itself. daring. the 
[coming year by. reason of confidence| 
in munloipal debentures - having! 
seriously: diminished. 


Hope for-no Fresh Negotiations 

In the revision of the administra- 
tion of Tientsin Concession, and in 
the larger question of the future 

iministration of the International] 
Settlement of Shanghal, closer co- 
operation with the Chinese is an aim 
towards which all our minds are 
directed, but the values at stake 
show, in the light of recont events, 
the vital need for changes in. ad- 
ministration being safeguarded at 
‘every step. At the moment there, 
{s, I hope, no intention of entering 
Into any’ fresh negotiations. ‘The 
opinion of your committee is that, 
‘in view of all that has happened 
since the Hankow Agreement was 
igned, the Government ought to| 
decline absolutely and immovably to 
enter into any fresh negotiations 
until it has received complete satis- 
faction for the outrages 
fat Nanking, and until it 
reliable assurances that it is dealing| 
with responsible parties who will 
honour their agreements, 

The Boycott 

T now wish to say something of| 
the boycott and of a misconception 
regarding it to which my attention 
has been drawn. I see alleged in 
writings which reach a large publi, 
that the Treaties are responsible for 
the boyestt from which we suffered, 
T believe that to be a profound 
mistake. That the Chinese merchant 
classes wish, in common with other 
classes, for the Treaties to be revised, 
there is no doubt, but the boyestt| 
‘was not, engineered by them. They 
are probably keen sufferers directly 
and indirectly by all that has been 
Drought, about. ‘Their co-operation 
in the boycott has been the result 
of terrorism. 

‘The boycott originated ~ with 
students whose interest in, know- 
ledge of and dependence on, com- 
merce is negligible—from students 
instigated, organized, and, to a con-| 
siderable extent, financed’ by Russi-| 
ans. To ignore that fact is to 
misread the present situation in 
China, in which terrorism finds a 
scope, and plays a role, extremely] 
ifieult for people in England to| 
realise. People in England are ac. 
eustomed to constitutional and legal

play in Chinese affairs. There is 
‘ot the least daubt.that, without the 
aid of terrorism, the boycott move- 
‘ment would never have received the

Position of British Trade ~ 

A further misconception finds| 
‘utterance from time to time in| 
attributing entirely to the boyeott| 
‘our recently declining trade with] 
China. Had there been no boycott, 
our trade figures would have shown| 
/a considerable decrease as the result 
of civil war. If you examine the| 
Customs trade returns, you find that! 
the value of China’s’ imports of| 
machinery, metals and minerals and| 
‘a variety ‘of miscellaneous imports 
show a decrease of over 99 million| 
taels in 1925, as compared with| 
1923. Of this decrease, the drop in| 
imports from Great Britain cannot| 
[possibly have accounted for more than 
27k million taels, because that is the| 
total of the drop in our imports into| 
China in 1925, as compared with! 
10923, so that, in the three classes of| 
goods referred to, there was a| 
diminution in 1925 from countrics| 
other than Great Britain of nearly| 
‘72 million taels. 

How is this decrease to be ex- 
plained? Obviously it eannst be ex- 
plained by the boycott, because, 
except in regard to ourselves, there 








to unfavourable trading conditions| 
caused by the internal state of the 
country, and if that was bad enough 
to result in a difference of 72 million 
taels in China's trade with other 


‘countries in the articles named, it 
reasonable to think that it was at 
least as important a factor as! 
boycott in her trade with Great} 
Britain, 


‘The Chinese Mind 

It is also an entire misconception 
to think that, if once wo gave up| 
treaty rights, the Chinese would be| 
so impressed by our generousity and| 
good faith that we should have no| 
more trouble in future and, as a| 
result, trade would boom. I do not| 
believe for a moment that that would] 
be the case. The Chinese mind does| 
not work in that way, otherwise, how| 
‘comes it that our conciliatory policy| 
has ‘been a complete failure so far} 

winning goodwill is, concerned? 
I shall. be: told, perhaps, that con- 
elliatory agreements: have failed to 
win goodwill because they have ac-| 
companied by the despatch of| 
military forces. In other words, if} 
there had been no Shanghai Defence| 
Force, there would have been no| 
Nanking outrages. I say, on the| 














Shanghai Defence Foree, there would 


have been, not only Nanking] 
outrages, but Shanghai, Peking and 
Tientsin outrages, too.

Bishop Headiam of Gloucester, 
formerly Regius Professor of. 
Divinity at Oxford University, in 
his recent work on the Life ‘and 
‘Teaching of Jesus Christ, diseusses 
our Lord's use of the phrase “The 
Kingtlom of God.” He finds three 
meanings, which may be sum- 
marized as follows:— (1) God's 
sovereignty in the human heart; 
(2) God's growing sovereignty in 
‘this world of ours; and (3) ‘that 
complete sovereignty of God which’ 
will’ some day be revealed. 


‘The Sovereignty of God 








Here are some of Bishop Head- 
Jam's words; “The Kingdom of, 
God is God’

‘the Sovereignty of God which I 
wish to speak to-day. 

And I want especially to inquire| 
whether nations as well as indivi- 
duals and societies have a place in 
God's purpose in advancing tl 
sovereignty, and particularly wi 
ther our 'British Empire has 
hhad in the past, and ia. likely 
to have in the ‘future, a work 
of honour as a tool ‘in God's 
hands ‘for blessing to mankind, If 
fo, the now much-abused “Im. 
erialism” may after all be a good 
thing. For any condition of -s0- 
cicty which makes it easier for men 
to live in accordance with God's 
will, which makes it easier for the 
Gospel to be preached and believed, 
for the tree to grow and the leaven 
to work, must be considered as part 
of the divine plan of love for. hu- 
manity.
